FOR AGUINALDO. 


Cabinet Cares not What 
Becomes of Him. 


Administration Efforts Directed 
to Smashing Rebel Army. 


Congress Will Call the Islands 
American Territory. 


Movements of the Forces—Reports by 
Gen. Otis—Rebel Chief Flees 
to Bayombong—Saving 
Himself. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] President McKinley and 
his Cabinet spent about three hours 
today discussing affairs in the Philip- 
pine Islands. After the meeting a 
mrember of ihe Cabinet talked freely 


| with The Times correspondent about | 


what was said during the meeting. It 
appears that the Cabinet does not_care 
whether Aguinaldo has escaped or not. 


‘Heretofore certain administration men 


have held that if Aguinaldo could t> 
captured, the rebellion would end. The 
President has shared this view to a 
certain extent, but he never has di- 
rected military operations with the 
sole view of capturing Aguinaldo. To- 
day the Cabinet agreed that it is use- 
less to try to capture this nimble- 
footed chief, and therefore operations, 
so far as they are direeted from Wash- 
ington, will be toward demoralizing 
the insurgent army. 

The Cabinet member in question said 
that recent advices from the Philip- 
pines indicated .Aguinaldo’s love of 
liberty and country are about to depart 
from him, and there are signs that the 
Tagalo chiéf, finding no money forth- 
coming for surrendering, has about 
concluded to quit the Philippines and 


go to Hongkong, where he went before 


on a certain memorable occasion . 

Aguinaldo has become less and less 
a factor in the situation and the Cab- 
inet is placing less and _ less im- 
portance on what he does. The belief 
is that the rebel army is very nearly 
without a leader now, and that its 
demoralization will be a matter easy 
of accomplishment. 

The Cabinet also discussed today the 
probable action of Congress upon the 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 
There was absolutely no action taken 
toward establishing a government this 
coming session. After the annexation 
of Hawaii, although that was in an old 
country with a form of government of 
its own, Congress saw fit ta send a 
committee there to investigate condi- 
tions before adopting a form of gov- 
ernment and, in fact, no government 


has been adopted to this day for the }. 


Hawaiian Islands. 

“It is not likély,’”’ continued The 
Times’ informant, “that Congress will 
frame a government for our latest pos- 
sessions without considerable investi- 
gation.” 

Then the Cabinet member made this 
statement: “Although it is quite right 
to say that the Philippines and Porto 
Rico are already American territory 
in the fullest sense of the word, yet I 
believe you will find Congress wil! 
make the assurance doubly sure by 
formally recognizing that fact. I fully 
expect that when Congress meets some 
anti-expansionist will introduce a reso- 
lution proclaiming the independence of 
the Philippines, and I predict that 
these resolutions will be met by other 
resolutions declaring formally that the 
Philippines are American territory, and 
that the latter resolution will ~ be 
adopted by Congress. That act, when 
taken, will settle for eternity our 
rights in the Philippines.”’ 

PURCHASE OF BONDS. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The ques- 
tion of the purchase of United States 
bonds by the government was dis- 
cussed by the Cabinet for nearly an 
hour. Secretary Gage explained the sit- 
uation fully, and it now appears to be 
settled that no purchases will be made 
for the present, at least. Although the 
Secretary has not expressed his views 
on the subject for publication, it ‘is 
known he, with other treasury officials, 
is considering the question of refund- 
ing the 4s and 5s into long-term bonds, 
bearing 2 per cent. interest. This ac- 
tion would necessitate Congressional 
authorization, but whether the Secre- 
tary will recommend such action is not 
known.

IT’S TO BAYOMBONG HE’S GONE. 
NOT A BAD FIELD. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Great in- 
terest is felt at the War Department 
over Aguinaido’s sudden change of 
base from Tarlac to Bayombong, about 
seventy-five miles northeast of Tarlac. 
There are numerous spellings of the 
name of the place, but Bayombong is 
the one generally adhered to on the 
maps in the possession of the War De- 
partment. The most interesting fea- 
ture of the new situation is that Agui- 
naldo has been forced out of the Ta- 
galo country into a region where the 
Tagalo language is not spoken, and 
where the mountains are filled 
Negritos and other savage tribes, who 
are hostile to the Tagalos. This is 
about the most mountainous and in- 
accessible part of the island. 

To the south base of Carabello Moun- 
tain there is a narrow break in the 
range, and within a few 
miles around the base of Carabello 
Mountain, on its northern stope;one 
strikes the headwaters of the Mogol, 
which is the beginning of the great 
river Cagayan that flows northward 250 
miles into the China Sea. 

It is on the headwaters of the Mogol 
that Aguinaldo is now located. The 
way is open for him, down the long 
stretch of the river to Aparri, at the 
mouth of the Cagayan, where it flows 
into the sea. This is one of the wild- 
est, but richest, valleys in the island. 
It is believed that the river Cagayan 
is navigable for our tinclads for 150 
miles from its mouth, and for cascos 
much farther. 

It is expected as soon as Aguinaldo 
shows any disposition to move down 
the valley toward the China Sea, war- 
ships and gunboats will be sent around 
the northern end-of. the island.to meet 
him and cut off his escape. If it is his 
intention to escape from Luzon, he 
would naturally seek Aparri or some 


port, but-the country. around. 


Carabello Mountain is such that he 
could probably stand off the whole 
American force in a game of hide and 
seek in the hills for the greater part 
of the comi:g season.

PHILIPPINE MINERALS. 
P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—In a re- 
port to the Interior Department on the 


geology of the Philippine Islands, Mr. 


Becker of the Geological Survey gives 
some interesting information regarding 
the mineral -resources of the group. 
Becker says that while gold exists in 
both Luzon and Mindanao, it is com- 
parable rather to that/of the Carolinas 
and Virginia, than to the western gold 
fields of the United States, and a 
rush to the Philippine fields, he pre- 
dicts, would result in disappointment. 

The report says: “The copper de- 
posits of Lepanto seem rich and ex- 
tensive, but very expensive roads will 
be needed to render them’ available. 
The high quality of some of the iron 
ores of Luzon is beyond question, but 
thY lignite of the islands is not adapted 
to iron smelting. The so-called coal’s 
heating effect is from two-thirds to 
three-quarters of the best steaming 
coal. There are great quantities of 
this fuel, and much of it probably 
could be delivered at a profit on vessels 
at $2.50, Mexican, per ton.” | 

SECRETARY ROOT’S OPINION. 

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Secretary 
Root feels no concern over the transfer 
of Aguinaldo’s .base of operations to 
Bayombong.

TRANS-PACIFIC CABLE. 


ALL DOUBT OF ITS PRACTICABILITY 
HAS BEEN REMOVED. 


Question of Military Necessities and 
Commercial Advantages Will Be 
Weighed by Congress—All Essential 
Information for the Inauguration of 
the Great Work Secured. 


{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says 
that Rear-Admiral Bradford has com- 
pleted the official naval project for a 
trans-Pacific submarine telegraph Ca- 
ble between San Francisco and Manila 
in time to supply Congress with all the 
essential information at the opening 
of the next session that will permit 
intelligent consideration of the subject 
and prompt action for the inauguration 
of the great work. 

All doubt has been removed regard- 
ing the practicability of the enterprise 
by the adoption of Honolulu, Midway 
and Guam as relay stations on the long 
line, and by the discoveries made from 
the naval survey ship Nero, as to the 
character of the ocean bed between 
those points. The sounding instruments 
of this ship disclosed an abyss in the 
Western Pacific over five miles in depth, 
but by a slight divergence from a 
straight line fortunately developed a 
route avoiding this insuperable obstacle 


point, on a stretch between Midway and 
Guam a submerged mountain over 12,000 
feet in height was discovered, and a 
reasonably level road around this was 
found. 

The physical practicability of the line 
now being assured beyond doubt,. it 
only remains for Congress to weigh

MIRACULOUS ESCAPES.

—Michi- 
gan Central train No. 310, the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton limited, 
north bound, was wrecked near Vienna, 
Mich., about twelve miles from To- 
ledo, last night, smashing. four of the 
ears and the engine and injuring twen- 
ty-one passengers, none of them, it is 
thought fatally.

There 
was no panic after the wreck and most 
of the passengers and crew were able 
to extricate themselves from the debris.

SENATOR CLARK AS A WARRIOR 


FOUGHT INDIANS IN 

[New York Correspondence Chicago 
Inter Ocean:] ‘‘W. A. Clark, Senator- 
elect from Montana,” said George 
Crawford of Silver Bow, Mont., who is 
at the Waldorf-Astoria, ‘has had mili- 
tary experience, and through his ser- 
vice is entitled to be addressed as Maj. 
Clark. In July of 1876 Chief Joseph and 
his Indian braves were on the warpath, 
and rumor had it that Butte was to be 
attacked by them. Gov. Potts, who 
then ruled over that sparsely-settled 
territory, issued a call for every able- 
‘bodied man to take arms against the 
foe. Three hundred responded, and 
were organized into a battalion, of 
which W. A. Clark was elected major 
and chief. 

“Charles 8S. Warren had nominated 
Clark for the position to which the bat- 
talion elected him, but Clark, being 
as destitute of military knowledge as 
was Desdemona previous to the in- 
struction she received from Othello, 
promptly chose Warren as his chief of 
staff, and, with the keen judgment of 
men which is one of his chief charac- 
teristics, left to Warren, a veteran of 
the civil war, the entire charge of 
things. Warren soon had the battalion 
finely mounted, and an ambulance and 
commissariat sufficient for an army 
corps. He had no money, but he is- 
sued warrants signed C. S. Warren, 
adjutant, and as they marched through 
the Deer Lodge Valley these warrants 


were exchanged with the ranchers for 


supplies and luxuries which the chief 
of staff believed were necessary for the 
sustenance of his men. 

“Giraud’s liquor store at Warm 
Springs was looted from cellar to gar- 
ret, it was said, to supply the medicine 
chest, and it is still a legend there that 
Phil Sheridan’s famous report after 
his raid through the Shenandoah Val- 
ley that ‘if a crow traversed the same 
route he had best carry his provisions 
with him,’ was equally applicable to 
Deer Lodge Valley, Montana, after 
Clark’s battalion had passed through 
it. The battalion did actually take pos- 
session of the pass in the Bitter Root 
Mountains, through which Chief Jo- 
seph came ten days later, but there an 
order from Gov. Potts overtook them, 
and they were compelled to return to 
Butte and disband. It is twenty-three 
years since that order was issued, but 
Gen. Warren still rages about it, for 
had it not heen sent Warren would 
have achieved the deathless fame that 
was Gen. John Gibbons’s, when, two 
weeks later. he met and defeated Chief 
Joseph at the sanguinary battle of the 
Big Hole. Today Warren is operating 
in British Columbia and Northeastern 
Oregon, while Clark is about to take 
his seat in the United States Senate, 
and is the reputed owner of one of the 
yichest mines in the world, the great 
United Verde of Arizona

DEMOCRATIC SCRAMBLE.

CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—A lively skir- 
mish for the minority leadership in the 
House of Representatives of the next 
Congress is looked for when members 
of the Executive Committee of the 
National Democratic Committee, to- 
gether with leading Democrats of the 
Western and Central States; meet in 
Chicago, November 20, to discuss. the 
leadership and plans for the Presiden- 
tial campaign. Friends of Congress- 
man De Armond of~Missouri will be 
here in large numbers to urge the se- 
lection of their favorite, and the claims 
of James D. Richardson of Tennessee 
and Congressman Bankhead of Ala- 
bama will also be urged. 


Much depends upon the action of 
Congressman Bailey of Texas, the 
present minority leader. Doubt has 


been expressed as to whether Con- 
gressman ‘Bailey, in view of his con- 
test for the Senatorship, will care to 
again assume the leadership. Manager 
Sam B. Cook of the Democratic Ways 
and Means Committee has invited Con- 
gressman Bailey to be present at the 
meeting, and the latter’s position is ex- 
pected to be defined at that time. 

The Chicago meeting will be fol- 
lowed by a caucus at Washington, 
and should Congressman Bailey decide 
to resign the leadership in the House, 
the Washington meeting will decide 
upon vwéhose shoulders the mantle shall 
fall. In the mean time, friends of the 
other candidates are preparing to vig- 
orously press their claims. 


FREE SILVER STILL THE ISSUE. 
SENATOR MORGAN’S VIEWS. 
{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
Senator Morgan of Alabama _§ said: 
“Bryan’s nomination is inevitable,”’ in 
discussing the effect of Tuesday’s 
elections. ‘‘Two questions were settled 
by the result,’ he added. ‘‘McKinley 
will surely be the Republican candi- 
date on a gold. standard platform, 
backed up by the plea of general pros- 
perity throughout the country, and the 
demand from the money-renters and 
the beneficiaries of trusts to let well 
enough alone. 

“The Democrats will ae obliged to 
make the fight over again on the Chi- 
cago platform, with Bryan as_ our 
candidate. The money question can- 
not be eliminated from the contest, 
and Bryan cannot be sidetracked. He 
has made the fight for honor, and I 
do not know of any man in the party 
who can rob him of his laurels. 

“Tt will be a battle for silver 
at 16 to 1, with Bryan as our standard- 
bearer, against the gold standard and 
McKinley. Of course, my hopes go 
out to my party. We have had many. 
lickings in the past. We are getting 
used to playing the under dog. . 

“To my mind the money question 
will be the predominating issue in the 
next campaign. It could not be othe&- 
wise, after the result of the recent 
elections. Even if the Republicans de- 
sired it otherwise and tried to force 
some other issue to the front, with 
Bryan at the head of the Democratic 
ticket, the financial question will be 
forced ypon them.

Farin Telephones. 

The organizer of a successful farm 
telephone service tells how a simple 
System can be installed at a low cost. 
The first requisite is to secure at. least 
one mah who has sufficient practical 
knowledge of electricity to superintend 
the work of installation. Telephones 
to serve the purpose fairly Wet can be 
bought for $11 to $12, wholesale, and an 
eXtra quality can be secured for $15, 
With two-jar battery power and with 
adjustable arm attached to transmit- 
ter. The cheaper instruments, how- 
ever, will last for years for farm work; 
they are easy to handle and adjust, 
and carry sownd perfectly, provided the 
battery is kept in working order. Too 
many telephones should not be placed 
on one circuit, or the talk will be weak, 
from the resistance being excessive 
One farm circuit, which runs a dis- 
tance of three miles, has ten instru- 
ments on-it. This is about all it-can 
carry, especially as it is wired with 
common No. 12 galvanized wire which 
is liable to rust, and thus’ involve 
greater resistance to the current. Cop- 
per is now being substituted for . iron 
on some lines which were originally put 
up at the lowest possible cost. Cop- 
per is a better transmitter of current, 
and does not impair the distinctness of 
the talk by corrosion. The average 


‘Cost of iron wire for farm lines is about 


$7 per mile, while No. 14 copper can be 
had for $21. The poles may measure 
6 to & inches at the base,'‘and 4 inches 
at the top, and 23 feet long...

Should be put three to four feet in the 


ground, and 175 feet apart. Locust 
poles are very serviceable. When the 
instrument has been put up in the 


house, and an insulated wire run out 
to meet the line outside, ground con- 
nections should be made by. putting 
copper wire or rod down, say, four 
feet, into damp soil outside or in the 
cellar. This is needed to make the 
circuit only when one line of. wire is 
used instead of two.

The operating expenses could 
be kept within reasonable boutfds by 
such-legitimate means as the limiting 
of the size and weight of the package, 

and the adopting of a pre-payment sys- 
tem for which regular stamps could be 
provided. Such an idea would be im- 
mensely popular-among the suburban 
residents who writhe under the extor- 

tionate prices and usually unsatisfac- 
tory service semi-rural tradesmen. 


It is claimed that life in the country 


would be much less of a delusion if 
those who were content to take the 
rough and the smooth of it together 
could escape dependence upon the local 
dealers for their housekeeping supplies. 
It is urged that to put them into direct, 
frequent, and cheap communication 
with the great urban shops would be 
to the advantage of both their pockets 
and their tempers, and it might even 
benefit the local tradesmen by com- 
pelling them to reduce prices to a 
reasonable standard, and thus regain 
the neighborly good-will that their 
present course has forfeited. It would 
be a simple matter for the trolley com- 
panies'to establish stations to which 
the city dealers could deliver goods or- 
dered by telephone, and even if the 
freight cars ran only twice a day and 
stopped only at fixed points in the out- 
lying towns, the chance of building up 
a large business would soon become ap- 
parent. Later the electric road com- 
panies might find it profitable to or- 
ganize a package delivery’ service 
available by every house within a mod- 
erate distance from the tracks.

It = reativ ta he regretted that the 
resuit of the el n in Kentucky was 
not so decisive as to preclude any pos- 


sibility of. a contest. bv rival candidates 
for~the Governorship 
wealth has been disgraced, in the past, 
by gubernatorial squabbles and by 
Wrangicts, degeneratin 


ating inte——_vulgar 
fisticuff fichts in the lyalls of its Legis- 
lature. It will be a great misfortune if 


we are to be treated to a repetition of 
these things as an outcome of: the re- 
cent clection. It is a great pity if the 
people of the State of Kentucky can- 
not settle their election contests peace- 
-ably and with becomes 
American citizens, actuated by a desire 
for the maintenance of good government 
and an ballot. : 

At the present writing, the people of 
Kentucky are apparently divided into 
two hostile camps as a result of a wide- 
spread and seemingly irreconcilable dif- 
ference of opinion as to the result of the 
late election. The Democrats are claim- 
ing the election of Mr. Goebel, their 
candidate for Governor, BY fFGHi—3Z600 to 
5000 plurality; while the. Republicans 
claim that their candidate, Gen. Taylor, 
was clected by about the same: plural- 
ity. Already there are threats of armed 
resistance to the seating of this o7 of 
that candidate, by the friends and sup- 
porters of the one or the other. Gov. 
Bradley has made a public statement 
to the effect that he will retain control 


decorum, as 


honest 


of the Governorship until his successor 
has been legally inducted into office. In 
this determination the Govefhor is un- 
doubtedly mght, and both the laws and 
public opinion will uphold him in the 
position he-has assumed. Gov. Brad- 
levy. has tu.ther declared that he will 
use the executive power of -the State, 
and the militia, if necessary, to prevent 
the seating of the candidate who was 
defeated at the polls. This attitude is 
also to be commended, provided the 
Governor is not misled, by his sym- 
pathies or his prejudices, into a wrong 
estimate as to whith of the candidates 
was elected and which defeated. The 
Governer’s undoubted duty is to uphold 
the right to the fullest extent; but he 


can do no less than exercise the utmost 
discretion and judicial fairness in ascer- | 


taining which of the contestants is right 
and which is wrong. 

The situation in Kentucky is serious, 
for there is no disguising the fact that 
it may have -serious results, amount- 
ing almost if not quite to internecine 
conflicts which may necessitate the in- 
terposition of national authority.

There are hot-headed men on both sides 
of the controversy, and _ inconsiderate 
action on the part of these men may 
precipitate serious trouble at almost any 
ime.

FRENCH ANGLOPHOBIA. 
A regular epidemic 
appears to have broken out in the nows- 
papers of France, if we may judge by 
the extracts from the editorial utter- 
ances of these journals which are ca- 
bled from day to day. The comments 
of the Paris newspapers on the Tryans- 
vaal war are bitterly -savage against 
England, breathing a spirit of hostihty 
which reaches the limit of insolence, 4s 
between two nations which are at peace. 
The provincial journals of France are 
taking their cues from those published 
in Paris, and altogether our friend John 
Bull is getting a pretty hard deal at 
the hands of the French editors. 

One. Paris * journal declares thai 
“thousands of Frenchmen are burning to 
join the Boers and fight against Eng- 
land.” _Anotherthat “British hatred 
has nevey yet hesitated to strike 
French breasts,” and that “the hour of 
fetaliation has arrived; the shootin?

The animosity of a certain class of 
Frenchmen toward Englishmen and 
Americans evidently has its origin 
partly in jealousy of the growing power 
of England in Africa and other parts 
of the world, and partly in aé_e deep- 
seated prejudice entertained by many 
persons of the Latin race against the 
races of Anglo-Saxon blood. But, in 
any event, whatever may be the im- 
pelling motive of the French press. in 
the present case, it is somewhat com- 
forting to reflect that the bark of the 
French dog is much worse than its bite. 
It may bark as furiously as it sees fit; 
but it will do well to refrain from bit-

God-help the world, indeed, 
if Hedda Gabler were not the unusual— 
the altogether extraordinary. Let us 
go further than this and say that 
though there be such as she in this 
world of ours, the twne is not quite 
right in its mind. Therefore it would 
better all around ‘to 
agree at the outset that in Hedda 
Gabler there is suvelv a strong taint of 
insanity, or else the rest of us are as 
mad as March hares. This, the Hedda 
who fascinates, as the serpent lures 
the hummingbird, demonstrates to a 
moral certainty when she entwines her 
supple fingers in the hair of Mrs. 
Elosted on that fatal night when she 
sends the brilliant but weak Lovbord 
back to his cups and to his eternal dis- 
honor. But if we agree to all this, that 
the seemingly heartless Hedda is 
rather a mental than a moral pervert, 
then the problem that playmaster Ib- 
sen would elucidate becomes no prob- 
lem at all, but rather a study in mental 
disease. But the o’er-loyal Ibsenite will 
not agree that Hedda is a subject for 
an insane asylum rather than a sane 
and competent member of society; per 
contra, he will insist that she is a dis- 
tinct human type, and if pressed to it 
will declare that we often touch elbows 


with Heddas in the street cars, hobnob. 


with them at afternoon teas, and 
watch upon their faces the pl of 


emotions at Ibsen matinées. If? we 
must meet the Ibsenite on this ground, 
then he must permit us to declare that 
Hedda Gabler is a she-devil, a human 
fiend, a hell-cat of such perfidious 
countenance, and the possessor of such 
cruel claws that the pity of it is that 
she and all her selfish, heartless, wicked 
kind had not died the death ere they 
were taken out of swaddling clothes. So 
much for the character, Hedda Gabler, 
and as for the other people in the play 
of that name, which was so charm- 
ingly presented  vester-afternoon to 
such a charming audience, they are but 
‘foils for this woman from the realm 
of unrest-and discontent, quite human 
in_all ways, and serve acceptably as a 


background for the picture of a crea-— 


ture as devilish as she is beautiful. 

Of Miss Hampton’s appearance in the 
title role it were almost enough to 
say that she is the ideal Hedda, the 
wholly selfish, wicked, perverse, irre- 
sponsible and domineering Hedda, who 
weds a simple pedant for a home, and 
sends men to destruction for the mere 
lust of deviltry.

A LAST LOOK AT MATANZAS. 


FANNIE BRIGHAM WARD’S PART- 
ING VIEW OF THE OLD PLACE. 


Cuba’s Second City in Size, but 
First in Charm and Historic Inter- 
est—Oddities of Modern Life in the 
Town That Was Christened San 
Carlos y San Severino. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 


MATANZAS (Cuba,) Sept. 28, 1899.— 
Why is it that so many people in the 
United States speak of this well- 
known city as ‘Man-tanzas;"” why, 
indeed, do most Americans in Cuba 
persist in saying the same, even after 
they have learned better? So much 
easier it seems to adopt an error than 
to correct it. The best way of curing 
one’s self of this mispronunciation is 
to fix in mind the meaning of the 
word Matanzas, Spanish for ‘‘slaugh- 
ter-pen,’’ derived from matar, ‘to 
kill.” The sanguinary name was be- 
stowefl upon the locality some three 
centuries ago, because the first Euro- 
pean settlers (a colony of Canary 
Islanders,) went into the business of 
killing cattle to supply Havana with 
beef. The city itself was christened, 
with mass and solemn. ceremonials, 
San Carlos y San Severino; but some- 
how, in spite of the church, King 
Charles and the patron saint, the old 
title clung to it, as a bad name will 
stick to a man, whatever his subse- 
quent good deeds. 

Modern Matanzas has been so often 
photographed and pen-pictured since 
the war, that I shall not inflict any 
further details upon you concerning its 
innumerable “points of interest.” 
Everybody knows that it Hes on the 
north coast of Cuba, sixty miles east 
from Havana, bordering one of the 
most beautiful bays in the world; but 
one who has not experienced it can 
form no idea of the indefinable charm 
of the place—its broad and sparkling 
sheet of. water, bluer than the tropic 
sky that bends above it; its rambling, 


their dim _ | 


churches and rows of royal palms; its 
quaint, low-walled casas,~with their 
fiat, tiled roofs, inner courts’ and 
grated windows, and the queer social 
life and customs, as Spanish today as 
those of any city in Spain—all of which 
have given rise to an amending of the 
old saying, Naples and die,” to 
“See Matanzas and live forever.” 

The population of the city is now 
a score or two less than fifty thousand, 
but time was when it boasted of 200,- 
000 souls. That was in the golden days 
of long ago, when the old capital was 
the outlet of the richest sugar-produc- 
ing section of the island. What has 
become of the people, do you ask? 
Consult the annals 6f the war and the 
bursting Campos Santos for the an- 
swer. For personal safety, hundreds of 
wealthy Castilian families fled to the 
mother country; thousands of Cubans 
were killed in three years’ skirmish- 
ing, or met death in Spanish prisons, 
and more than a hundred thousand 
men, women and children starved in 
the streets during the awful period of 
reconcentration. 

For the stranger in Matanzas, the 
pleasantest way of spending a day is in 
a volante. First he should. drive to 
the so-called ‘‘palace’’—the very large, 
two-storied, time-stained structure, 
faced with covered portals, that fronts 
the Plaza d’Armas—and pay a duty 
visit to the Governor of the province. 
The instant your carriage approaches 
the curb, a swarm of mendicants, old 
and young, appear to spring up out of 
the earth; dozens of lean hands are 
outstretched and soft voices plead for 
centavos—‘‘pos amor de Dios, sefior,”’ in 
the name of Sanctissima Maria and all 


(the saints in the calendar. Although 
}reconcentration is so long a thing of 


the past, some of its horrors will linger 
for years to come, not only in actual 
suffering of the orphaned and home- 
less, but in habits of beggary become 
chronic with the rising generation. Ac- 
cording to Spanish custom, the ground 
floor of the palace is given up to quar- 
ters for soldiers, servants and police, 
offices and storerooms,. stables and 
kitchens, while ‘‘upstairs’’ serves as the 
official. residence of the Governor of 
the province. You go up a wide flight 
of stone steps, in deep hollows worn by 
the passing feet of two or three cén- 
turies—through a dim anteroom, bare of 
everything but a secretary’s desk and 
a couple of sentinels pacing to and fro, 
and presently find yourself in an enor- 
mous sala; or, rather, feel yourself. lost 
in the vast, echoing expanse.

dear to the Latin heart; and in a mo- 
ment you are exchanging the glad hand 
with as true and courteous a gentle- 
man as any of his titled predecessors. 
This shabby ‘‘pallacio”’ is not without 
its tragic, as well as brilliant, social 
history. The beauty and chivalry of 
twenty generations have danced and 
coquetted under the crystal chande- 
liers of this vast sala, when to the vo- 
luptuous music of the danza “soft eyes 
looked love to eyes that spake again.” 
Within these moldy walls decisions 
have been reached which sent unnum- 
bered enemies of Spain to imprison- 
ment and death; men high in govern- 
ment favor today, have found them- 
selves tomorrow in the grim fortress of 
San Severino, and a few hours later 
kneeling with their backs to the firing 
squad.

is unfolded. Swinging close to 
surf, the road fairly doubles upon it- 
self as it climbs the hills, through the 
dry bed of a mountain torrent.

IMPORTS OF CITRUS FRUITS. 


RECEIPTS ARE LARGE. 

The Chamber of Commerce is just 
in receipt of statistics showing that 
the income derived from the importa- 
tions of oranges and lemons into the 
United States is a large item. The fol- 
lowing is a statement of the receipts 
for the fiscal year ended June 30 last: 

Oranges, 138,526,597 pounds; lemons, 
341,981,498 pounds; grape fruit, 4,535,- 
759 pounds. 

This produces a revenue of $4,850,- 
288.53. 

Of the amount above stated Jamaica 
imported into this country 25,000,000 
pounds of oranges and grape fruit. 

It is on this amount that the recipro- 
cal treaty between the United States 
and Jamaica would grant a reduction 
of one-fifth of a cent a pound. The 
present tariff rate on all citrus fruits is 
1 cent a pound. ,

Many new orchards are be- 
ing set out. 

The entire country around Lompoc 
is in a flourishing condition. Every 
man, who is willing and able to work:

The work on the surf line, or gap, 
draws many workmen from all direc- 
tions, and the railroad spur, just fin- 
ished to Lompoc, making it the ter- 
minus until the gap is completed, 
brings much business here.

PROS 


The greatest general activity is to 
»%e noted in mining, though cattlemen 
have a waiting and profitable market 
for every head of their stock at high 
prices. Jocally, there is greatest ac- 
tivity in the building trade. 

It appears impossible to indicate any 
line of least activity. The general 
condition of Inbor and business, com- 
pared with any period of the past 
three years, sicws marked improve- 
ment in every ‘ine. 

Today in Phoenix there are few, if 
any, worthy laborers une: pioyed, and. 
of mechanics there is far from. suf- 
ficient supply. <A year ago, the con- 
ditions were not particulariy unfavor- 
abke, but during the preceding two 
-years fully one-half of the able me-* 
chanics all over the Territory were 
out of work, and laborers had diffi- 
eulty in securing sursistence. At the 
present time there is strong demand 
for miners, art’saus, ditchers, railway 
construction men and laborers. 

Wages are nominally about the same 
as during the past three years, though 


| eight and nine hours only are worked 


where before, ten hours: was the rule. 
Masons and brieklayers receive fully 
a dollar a day in excess of the rate 
three years ago. Today, however, the 
main advantage is that constant em- 
ployment is to be had by the worker, 
where formerly he was employed even 
less than half his time. 
Advancement appears to have come 
to nearly all lines of industry. The 
farmers, despite the worst shortage of 


irrigating water known since the 
southern valleys were setiled, have 
been unusually prosperous. They 


have paid off scores of mortgages and 
have built new homes. The railroad 
agents report as unusual a large per- 
centage of farmers and their families 
among the summer's seaside excursion- 
ists. Merchants, according to local 
bankers, though living in an atmos- 
phere of the sharpest competition, are 
discounting their bills, buying largely 
for cash and promptly meeting their 
obligations when due. Builders, with- 
out exception, are overrun with work, 
limited only by. the difficulty expe- 
in securing structural iron 
and skilled labor. In Phoenix are be- 
ing erected a Territorial Capitol, at 
a cost of $139,000, a half-dozen large 
business blocks, and fully sixty dwell- 
ing houses. 

Capital is freer than ever before, 
and good mining or commercial in- 
vesimen.s readily find takers. Money 
is plentiful. The prevailing interest 
is 5 per cent., but several private loans 
have been made at 6 per cent., the 
lowest rate ever known in the Terri- 
tory, exclusive of public debts. This 
condition is expected to result in de- 
mand for productive realty. The real 
estate market is firm, though not ac- 
tive. 

Crop conditions are even better than 
usual. Crain*planting is in progress, 
favored by an unusual abundance of 
water for irrigation, through late 
mountain rains. The grain acreage, of 
wheat and barley, will be fully 50 per 
cent. in excess of that of last season, 
Several thousand acres of new alfalfa 
are to be planted. Little expansion is 
expected in the orchard area, the grow- 
ers turning rather toward better cul- 
tivation for better crops. Oranges, now 
being picked, are in large quantity and 
of good quality. Almonds proved par-_ 
ticularly profitable in the season past. 
Unusual profit also attended the mar- 
keting of the pear crop. In irrigation 
much is vet to be tone. Even more 
than all the land that can be irrigated 
with the present water supply is al- 
ready appropriated. To irrigate the 
newer lands, several water storage en- 
terprises have passed the stage of 
projection. It is promised that work 
wpon the Tonto Creek reservoir, from 
which the Salt River Valley is to be 
supplied, is to, fe commenced soon. 
The managers of the enterprise are de- 
laying only’ that contracts may be 
perfected with the present canal com- 
panies. With the storage to be af- 
forded by the dam outlined, the pres- 
ent farming expanse may be _ ‘thor- 
oughly supplied with water and fully 
200,000 acres of new land be made pro- 
ductive.

Arizona has

Strategy in.the Transvaal. 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 7, 1899.—[To 
the Editor of The Times:] In the par- 
tial lull of news from the seat of war 
in Africa, perhaps some observations 
trom an oid soidier upon what has 
taken place, with such predictions as 
to what will take place, as fay be 
hazarded, will not be without interest. 
At the same time I recognize that the 
role of the prophet is hazardous, and I 
therefore enclose my name-merely as 
a guaranty of good faith, and not for 


it is agreed by experts that the origi- 
nal position of the British troops, sep- 
arated from each other by an interval 
of thirty-five miles, was faulty, and 
the inevitable result was, that Yule 
avas maneuvered out of Dundee and 
Giencoe, and forced to form a junction 
with White... 

It is equally certain that the posi- 
tion of White at Ladysmith was -ill-. 
chosery, for it permitted the Boers to 
occupy with safety a position on his 
left flank and rear, thus commanding 
his communications. It was, therefore, 
certain that but two courses lay open 
to the British general. Of these the 


most obvious was to fall back 
to Colenso, behind the Tugela 
River which, upon obvious prin- 
ciples. of strategy, was the most 
advanced position that could have 
been safely taken. The other 


course was to retain his hold of Lady- 
smith, to suffer his communications to 
be cut, and to stand a siege until re- 
lieved. The official announcement of 
the evacuation of Colenso by the Brit- 
ish settled this question in favor of the 
last course, and it therefore may be 
assumed as certain that White  pro- 
poses to defend Ladysmith without re- 
gard to the interruption of his com- 
munications. 

In the above’ observation I have not 
intended to condemn White. His faulty 
position was doubtless due to political 
considerations, and was_ probably 
forced upon him. The situation, there- 
fore, now seems to be clear. In deiay- 


probably committed himself to the de- 
fense of Ladysmith, and will remain 
there until relieved. As to the reilef, 
it cannot be foretold precisely how it 
will come. If all the troops had ar- 
rived, and Sir Redvers Buller was pre- 
pared to advance into the Orange Free 
State, the relief would come in that. 
way, for such a movement would, of 
course, compel the Boers to fall back, 
but these troops have not arrived, and 
this movement cannot probably be ef- 
fected for a considerable time—perhaps 
six weeks to two months; and as, in 
the mean time, he will have large 
forces at Cape Town, for which he will 
have no present .use, doubtless rein- 
forcements will be sent at once to Dur- 
ban, and advanced along the railroad 
toward Ladysmith. This may consist” 
merely of enough troops to protect 
Natal, and perhaps to relieve the pres- 
sure on White's left flank, but possibly 
it may be determined to send a suffi- 
cient force there to force the retreat of 
the Boers, which could be effected by 
a juction with White and the occu- 
pation of the passes between Natal and 
the Free State, thus placing them in a 
position to codperate with Buller ‘when 
he should advance. 

Against this, however, there is one 
consideration resulting from the modi- 
fication of thé art of war by improved 
artillery, that perhaps is not com- 
monly appréciated by military men, 
though White has probably learned 
something about it by this time. It 
is that the long range and accuracy 
of artillery is such.as effectually to 
protect the weaker force from sudden 
attack d destruction. From this it 
may be essed that the forces of the 
Boers {tn Natal have been largely ex- 
aggerated. I do not see how it could 
have been possible for the Transvaal 
and Orange Free State to put into the 
field, including the recruits from ‘the 
British territory, 35.000 men. Of 
these, 15,000, and probably more, are 
occupied at Mafeking, Kimberley and 
the Orange River: which would leave 
99.000 for Natal, from-which must be 
deducted, early in the campaign, at 
least 25 per cent. for casualties, sick- 
ness, details, etc., leaving a force of, 
effectives of about 15,000, a few more 
or less. It is probable, therefore, that 
the forces of the Boers was not supe- 
rior to those of the British; which ac- 
counts for the aggressive movements 
of White; which, though successful at 
the point of impact, were altogether 
indecisive. Indeed, under modern con- 
ditions, everything that has been ef- 
fected by the Boers (and their 
strategy cannot be too highly ex- 
tolled.) could have been effected equally 
as well with a far inferior force. For 
the whole function of troops under such 
conditions is simply to protect - 
tillery, and being on the defensive, th 
ean be effected by a comparatively 
small number of men. The position, 
therefore, is, and probably for some 
time will be, as follows: 


White holds Ladysmith until relieved 
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atest Dunlap Block, 
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by the movements of Buller. —~ The 
situation cannot be changed until the 
arrival of sufficient reinforcements at 
‘Durban, which may possibly take 
place within a week or two; or, other- 
wise, it cannot be changed until the 
movement of Buller’ into the Orange 
Free State. In ¢he mean time, White’s 
position is perfectly secure. It can- 
not be doubted that he has ample sup- 
plies and ammunition for the longest 
period that he may require. Hence, 
those who anticipate news of his cap- 
ture, or any news of a startling char- 
acter, will be disappointed. There is 
not much’ probability of the Boers at- 
tacking, and there is a certainty of 
their deleat if they do. Besides, as I 
have already intimated, the force of 
the Boers is probably much exag- 
gerated. This follows not only from 
the consideration already adverted to, 
but from the fact that they have not 
attacked except in the one case of the 
attack on Yule’s detachment at Glen- 
coe, and also from the uniform suc- 


cess of the British at the point of at-— 


tack. I, of course, have no reference 
here to the loss of Col. Carleton’s de- 
tachment, which was very unfortu- 
nate, but was the inevitable result of 
permitting his ammunition and §ar- 
tillery mules to stampede. How this 
could have happened is very puzzling 
to a soldier of any experience; for the 
only way to prevent mules or horses 
from stampeding under fire is to hold 
them, and the neglect to have them 
thus secured is unaccountable.

HOW THE VICE-PRESIDENT STANDS 
BY HIS CHIEF. 


His Staunch Loyalty, Deep Sagacity 

and Unfailing Tact—The President 

Will Sorely Miss His True Friend 

anf Safe Monitor — Looking at 

Things from a Presidential View, 

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—President 
McKinley conld better spare any ofii- 
cial in the government service than 
Vice-President Hobart. The relations 
between the present Chief Magistrate 
and the second official of the land are 


peculiar and somewhat difficult to de- | | 


scribe. It is well known that Presi- 
dents and Vice-Presidents are not apt 
to get along very well together. There 
are many reasons for this. Fre- 
quently they have been bitter political 
rivals previous to their election. More 
frequently the Vice-President, as sec- 
ond man, feels that he is entitled to 
more consideration than he gets. He 
is usually disappointed if he attempts 
to take care of his friends, and a few 
disappointments often estrange the 
two officials. 

Vice-President Hobart cherished no 
delusions when he came to Washing- 
ton to take office. He knew that it 
was to be McKinley’s administration, 
and that if he was to be useful to 
the government, as well as personally 
comfortable, he would have to-+work 
for the interests of his chief. His 
method of procedure was a most nat- 
ural one for a lawyer. He was per- 
feetly familiar with the attitude an at- 
torney should occupy toward his 
client. He tried to find out how he 
could be useful to the President: then 
he let the President know his willing- 
ness, and unobtrusively set about to 
accomplish what he could. 

His task was to. keep things smooth 
for McKinley in the United States Sen- 
ate. He became an important part 
of the executive official household. The 


President advised with him more 


a any other man in Washington. 
e went to the White House §fre- 
quently in the evening and assisted 
the President with state papers. One 
of the regular recreations of the Presi- 
dent was to take a little walk over 
to the Hobart home and remain for 
ashort chat. Frequently Mrs. Hobart 
would accompany the Vice-President 
to the White House in the evening, and 
the two ladies would chat while their 
husbands would discuss’. affairs of 
state. Often they would stop and join 
in the conversation of the ladies, and 
afterward resume the discussion of 
more serious affairs. 

This was, of course, very pleasant 
important, as showing the 
way the Vice-President familiarized 
himself with the purposes and policies 
of the President and kept in touch with 
the plans for dealing with pending 
questions. It was only the basis .of 
more important work which the Vice- 
President undertook. The United 
States Senate is very often disposed 
to dictate to the occupant of the White 
House. This does not take the form 
of saying to the President that if he 
does not do so and so he will be 
turned down. That would be too un- 
dignified for Senatorial procedure. Yet 
if the President be wise he will find 
out beforehand what the ruling spirits 
in-the Senate want to do, therefore 
avoiding later failure. The President 
by this method receives the suggestions 
and opinions of the Senators, which 
are none the less weighty with him 
even though they do not take a man- 
datory form. In fact, in this courteous 
and insinuating way a small group of 
influential Senators is pretty nearly 
able to shape the course of important 
policies at the White House. While 
announced from the President, plans 
are frequently made public that are 
really germinated in the cloak and 
committee rooms of the United States 
Senate. These informal Senatorial 
conferences are in fact a most import- 


ant initiative agency in the govern- 


ment. 

Vice-President Hobart is a natural 
diplomat. In New Jersey he is called 
a great jollier. He .is all that, bit it 
is ‘Only a suggestion of his persuasive 
powers. It must be a hard customer 
indeed that he cannot take to one side 
and bring around to his way of think- 
ing. He was shrewd and keen in de- 
tecting coming trouble, and resource- 
ful and smooth in avoiding it. He 
never had any conflicts. He never ap- 
peared iff the role of dictator. He did 
not assume the attitude of speaking 
for the President to win by force. It 
was his way to work among the Sen- 
ators and not apart from them. 

The President’s Cabinet ministers do 
not reach the cloak-room Senatorial 
conferences. The Senators are apt to 
look upon a Cabinet minister as a man 
to serve him. He is a high class in 
the Senatorial mind. There are num-_ 
bers and numbers of what are termed 
“Administration Senators,” who keep 
the President in touch with what is 
going on at the Capitol, but it shoald 
not be forgotten that, no matter how 
friendly the Senators may be, they 
never cease to look upon legislative 
events from a Senatorial standpoint. 

The Vice-President looked at matters 
from a Presidential standpoint. He was 
not addicted to considering the rights 
of the Senate, beyond where they were 
necéssary to working out propositions. 
Yet he was able to take a vital and 
important part in forming Senatorial 
convictions. He wrought to suit the 
President. When the administration 
Senators called at the White House in 
the morning to announce their judg- 
ment in obedience of the President, he 
very frequently found that they coin- 


- cided with his own previous judgment, 


and it was not necessary to inform him 
that his able and tireless coadjutor had 
been faithfully at work. 

It is difficult to appreciate the great 
value this work has been to the Presi- 
dent. It not only enabled him to avoid 
any serious difficulty, but assisted him 
in taking the initiative in many mat- 
ters where he really would have been 
compelled to follow other minds. Sen- 


' ator Hanna has tried to be of some as- 


sistance to the President in this way, 
but he is a failure because he is too 
dictatorial. The Senate unquestionably 
does not like his messages, when it 
comes to carrying out the wishes of the 
President. 

The staunch devotion of Vice-Pres- 
ident Hobart has made a profound im- 
pression on the President. His loss will 
be deeply felt durigg the coming trying 
session of . Congress. Hundreds and 
hundreds of times the President’s mind 
will be forced to recall the occasions 
when the services of his faithful and 
tireless friend were at his disposal, 
‘when his correct methods and crystal 
insight” found a way out of difficulties 
when others gave up in despair.

United States Senate. and his long ex- 
perience in public life fits him to take 
a commanding and compelling part in 
the legislative affairs of the govern- 
ment. His very tone when in the chair 
as presiding officer speaks the pride he 
has in his own position, and his great 
respect for the power and might of 
the Senate he faces. He will not lack in 


a friendliness to the President. He wil! 


not fail in his,efforts to carry out party 
policies, but, so far as the President 
is concerned, he will not stand in the 
position of confidential adviser and 
faithful advocate.

THE NEW RABBI INSTALLED. 
INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


'who wes recently called to assume 
the duties of rabbi of the congregation 
B'nai B’rith, delivered his inaugural 
address at the Synagogue last even- 
ing. President H. W. Hellman and 
Vice-President -S. G. Marshutz wel- 
comed Dr. Hecht on behalf of the con- 
gregation, paying that gentleman some 
handsome tributes as to his ability, 
and expressing confidence in him to 
carry on the work here. 

Dr. Hecht took for his text the last 
verse of the fifty-ninth chapter of 
Isaiah. He spoke of the fear which 
he felt upon the threshold of his work, 
of its importance, and of. the pictures 
of the future which the occasion. pre- 
sented. One, he said, was full of gloom, 
of shadow, out of keeping with the 
glorious surroundings of city and tem- 
ple. Here the fear that perhaps their 
mutual hope would fail. The other 
vision was full of brightness. In it 
he could see the future, in which a 
grand and noble work was realized. 

The present age, he said, is a critical 
one for Jewism, and, in fact, all creeds 
of religion. Men of learning, of 
thought, and earnestness, are engaged 
in the discussion of religion, in its 
many branches, many contending that 
in a few generations it will die out 
and become a thing of the past. In 
support of such arguments they point 
to the empty churches; to churches out 
of which heavy mortgages are suck- 
ing the life; to the older generation 
with their views of materialism, and 
of the younger with their seeming in- 
difference. The cause of Jewism, he 
held, is' not dead, but the outlook, in 
many parts of @he world, fs dark. 
In France. darkness .reigns; {n Russia 
night covers the cause. Jewism is 
loosing ground in Germany, and at 
home the general indifference is pre- 
caripus. 

‘Many say,’’ said the speaker, ‘‘that 
the only hope for the cause of -the 
Jews is to go back to Zion, and there 
establish a-nation. I for one do not 
believe it. I do not believe there is 
one of you that would go to Zion 
unless you had a return ticket. We 
must reéstablish the covenant be- 
tween God and His people, and I have 
faith abiding and trust unshaken, that 
the future generation will bring about 
this result. We have common interests 
with the world, interests of education, 
of culture, and we will work in har- 
mony, and will succeed.” 

Rabbi Hecht will tender a reception 
to the children of the Sunday-school 
and to the parents Sunday morning at 
10 o’clock, in the auditorium of the 
Synagogue.

Many a time a canard 
will appear in’ some rival daily which 
will bring down the wrath of one’s 
own journal. And anxious telegrams 
are despatched inquiring: “Why on 
earth haven't you sent us this? What 
are you up to? Keep awake!” etc. 

In fact, to the conscientious corre- 
spondent the waiting for the campaign 
to begin is exceedingly trying. Many 
war correspondents had been vegetat- 
ing in this way in Alexandria, after the 
famous bombardment by Sir Beau- 
champ Seymour, waiting for the mili- 
tary programme to develop. 

Transports with British troops were 
now arfiv daily at the Marina, and 
the long-looKed-for advance against 
the Egyptians was anticipated at any 
moment. The correspondents 
mrostly congregated, of an evening, at 
the Hotel-de-Nil, apparently in amity 
and good-fellowship, but each man 
keenly watched his colleague in case

Cleopatra’s time, and which were now 
lying half buried in the sand and the 
scum and wash of the tideless sea. 

I little thought at that moment that | 
only a few years later I should be look- 
ing at one of those obelisks from the 
luxurious table of a dining-room on the 
Thames embankment, and that shortly | 
after I should be smoking a cigar in| 
the moonlight while trying to decipher | 
on its base the hieroglyphics on the. 
faces of the other in Central Park, New 
York City. 

It was scarcely yet dawn, and we 
would not trust ourselves to the possi- 

ility of delay at the Rosetta Gate, for 
he drawbridge was never down till 
sunrise, so Gaylor stuck to the railway 
embankment, which was a very good 
fdea, as the metals ran straight 
through the enemy’s line, and by fol- 
lowing them we were bound to get 
somewhere near the front.

all through the day. |

leh the line swerved to the left, a | 


passed through a station that had a 
suggestion of a Swiss chalet about it. 


At the back of the station, on a hilly | 
piece of ground which further dipped | 


down towards the sea, were a few 
rather fine-looking villas; d ina 
garden, in the center of $ ump of 


palm trees, was the hotel, “De Beau 
Sejour.”” There was not, however, 
much of beau Sejour now about the 
vicinity, for down by the station on 
the night before, under the Egyptian 
moon and the shadow of swaying 
palms, a bloody little skirmish had 
taken place. The modern chalet of the 
station had received an unbidden visit 
from the picturesque, ancient-garbed 
Bedouins of the desert. The ticket of- 
fice was riddled with bullets, and the 
signal post for the down line was 80 
knocked out of gear that it was no 
longer in working order. This mat- 
tered little, for there was no train serv- 


ice nowadays, with the exception of 


the fron-ciau truck on which a 6- 
pounder had been mounted by the 
blue jackets. The .ine was always 
clear to them; if not, they cleared it 
with common shell. 

There was not a living creature in or 
round this village of beau Sejour when 
we passed through that morning, save 
a few. stray dogs, which had been 
snifiling about the bodies of two or 
three of our Bedouin enemies whd had 
bitten the dust in the night attack on 
the station, and were now lying prone 
across the metals about a hundred 
yards away. 

Out toward the desert on our right, 
the line ran along a high embankment 
over the plain, looking in its contor- 
tions like a veritable sea _ serpent 
Stranded on the sand. The head of the 
monster seemed to rise a little as it 
was lost in the enemy’s camp at Kaffir- 
El-Donar, its trail trailing off through 
the chalet station, where for the mo- 
ment we had come to a halt. 

A ration of canned beef and cold tea 
| was consumed under the.shadow of the 


| booking-office. The sun, although even 
now only half an hour above the hori- 
zon, had dispelled .the mist hanging 
and had created 
mirages so wonderful in their. realism, 
that Gaylor and I felt inclined to race 
down to one of those fairy lakes and 
take a, headlong . dip in its cool, 
opalesque waters. 

About a mile from the station we 
came across some men of the Sixtieth 
Rifles. These were stripped to their 
flannels, and hastily throwing up 
breastworks.. From one trench a grim 
relic had been unearthed—an_ almost |

with: his “sual humor, had made a 
scarecrow of it, and had stuck it up 
on the top of the parapet as a whole- 
some and significant. warning td the 
enemy’s marksmen. Every moment 


fresh objects were being discovered, as’ 


Mr. Atkins sweated and swore at his 
work, now metal buttons, now _ belt 
clasps, and now shreds of cloth. .Ex- 
amining some of the buttons, I found 
them to be of English regimental pat- 
tern. But a belt-clasp was decidedly 
French. . Why, of course! Here we 
were preparing to fight on the very 
ground where, three-quarters of a cen- 
tury ago, the English, under Aber- 
crombie, fought the French, under 
Menon, and both found a common 
grave. Well, to what better purpose 
could the death of those brave men 
be put than that their dust should pro- 
tect the living from the bullets of the 
foe? When Tommy Atkins realized 
that the bones were probably of those 
that were once brethren-in-arms, there 
were seen no more scarecrows decorat- 
ing the parapets of the trenches. 

Our scouts were already in touch 
with the enemy. Down by a fringe of 
palms, fig trees, and wild cacti, skirt- 
ing a road running at right angles to 
the railway through the enemy’s lines, 
little puffs of smoke floated upward. 

Men were busy down there killing 
each other. Round and about a few 
mud huts, the red fezes of the Egyp- 
tians could be distinctly seen, on the 
yellow sand, like the red_ spots 
dancing before one’s eyes, in a bilious 
affection. They, however, did not 
trouble the retina for long, for our. 
advancing line of skirmishers pressed’ 
them too hard, and they so6n broke 
and ran toward the shelter of their 
works. An officer riding a white 
horse tried to rally the stragglers, but 
his charger was shot under him, dis- 
cretion being the better part of valor 
with him, he hurriedly joined the re- 
treating movement of his men. 

The horse he left behind lay dead 
in the shadow of a thick: clump of 
palms at the angle of the read. That 
corner became historic during the 
campaign; it was always under the 
enemy’s fire, and when the Egyptians 
neared that unsavory spot, they were 
i always under our fire. 

I remember later on in the day mov- 
ing along that road, not knowing that 
, the enemy’s bullets swept so far. I 
/ was riding about three hundred yards 


hide- pe-vheen, without any warning, on 
approaching the angle, plunged down 
the left bank of the road, carefully 
avoiding that clump of trees. I 
thought this was strange behavior un- 
til I neared the spot myself, when a 
sound, like the buzzing ef mosquitoes, 
aroused me, and the twang of a bullet 
ot two on the body of the dead 
horse caused me to follow the example 
of that famous British officer. 

“Dead Horse Picket” became noted 
for the pungency of its situation, for 
being between two fires, the Egyptian 
officer’s charger was left unburied. 

The atmosphere in the vicinity of 
the picket made one plug one’s nose 
with tobacco whenever the wind blew 
off the desert in the direction of the 
camp. | 

The miseries of war, even in this un- 
interesting petty skirmish, were only 
téo apparent. In the shadow of one 
of the mud huts on the roadside lay 
a negro woman dying. She had just 
been delivered of a child, which lay 
dead in the sand by her side. Bend- 
ing over her was an Arab woman 
who had pluckily remained behind 
when the peasantry took to flight on 
the approach of the British. -I made 
signs that they need not fear, and 
gave them some water. This prema- 
ture birth had been brought on by 
fright, on account of the expected 
cruelty of the British soldiers, tales 
of which retreating Arabs had dinned 
into the tvoman’s ears. I assisted her 
comrade in placing her in the shadow 
of an adjacent hut, but in a few 
moments the poor creature had passed 
away. 

With the exception: of the dead horse 
and the negro woman, no other casual- 
ties occurred in the first infantry 
brush with the enemy, and the British 
soldier was soon upon the road, climb- 
ing up the fig trees and quenching 
his thirst with the green juicy pods. 

Occasionally a bullet came in his di- 
rection, but figs were a luxury, and 
Tommy didn’t mind running a little 
risk. We ascertained, however, at the 
result of this skirmish, that Arabi in- 
tended to remain simply on the de- 
fensive, that the enormous wall of 
sun-dried mud cutting the road and 
railway at Kaffir-El-Donar was to be 
our objective, and the Egyptian com- 


attacked his stronghold. 

The whole affair was hardly worth 
the trouble of turning out of our beds 
‘so early, but still Gaylor and I were 
the only correspondents on the spot, 
and probably my sketch would make 
a good poster for the newsboys to cry 
in the streets of London, and so, there- 
fore, we hurried back with the ma- 
terial. Dusty and weary, we sighted 
the walls of Alexandria. The draw- 
bridge at the Rosetta Gate was just be- 
ing raised up for the night as we 
Spurred our horses on to its rotten 
planks, and trotted through the streets 
of the town to our centers 

As we walked into the Hotel Abbat 
we could not hide our satisfaction in 
scoring over our fellow-correspondents. 
We took our seats at the table and 
commenced dinner. Our colleagues had 


us with inquiring glances. A gloom be- 
gan to settle on their faces, as they 
noticed our excellent mood, for there 
hal been thunder in the air, and they 
suspected that we had been where th= 
storm had burst. There were only two 
London papers next morning that pub- 
lished the first infantry brush with the 
enemy in the Egyptian campaign of '82, 
by their. special correspondents. The 
vicious-looking brute I had ridden to 
the skirmish I saw no more. Three 
months afterward I was requested by 
letter to visit the headquarter’s staff 
in Alexandria. 

After being served with a cup of cof- 
fee and a cigarette, one of the officers 
said: 

“Were you ever acquainted with Mr. 


Gaylor, the war correspondent, who 
has recently gone back to England?” 
“Oh, yes,” replied; “I knew him 


quite well.” 

“We want to know whether you re- 
member how many horses he had?” 

“Oh, I can tell you that easily enough 
He had two, one of which I’ve ridden 
myself. One was a brown,“the other a 
gray horse.” 

“A gray mare, Mr. Villiers. Do you 
know where he got the gray mare?” 

“No,” I replied. 

“We put this question,” said the offi- 
eer, ‘because there is an old Arab who 
has been bothering us for many weeks 
now, and who accuses Mr. Gaylor of 
having taken the horse from him, or 
at all events, of flitging him a napoleon 
and requisitioning the animal; and the 
Arab does not consider that adequate 
payment for his steed. He gives a full 
description of the mare, does the Arab. 
He says.she has a broken right ear 
that lies back on her neck.” 

“Ah,” I cried, “that Arab must be 
a lying old scoundrel; it is certainly u 
description of the horse I rode, but 
Gaylor himself broke her ear to curv 
her of bad temper.’’ 

The officers looked at me with aston- 
ishment, 

They were even more astonished 
‘when I told them of Gaylor’s South Af- 


rican experience in taming horses, and

NEW YORK MARKETS, 


SHARES AND MONEY. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—The early part of the 
day in the stock market was given over to a 
continuance of the throwing-over of stock hold- 
ings which was in evidence yesterday. The 
liquidation was on a large scale, and embraced 
all departments of the list. The more highly 


speculative industries showed the widest 
changes, but the selling of the standard rail- 
road stocks was fully equal in amount. There 


Was no stock or group of stocks which took a 
conspicuous place apart from others, unless it 
might be Said that the tron and-steel-stocks 
were relatively somewhat firmer than the gen- 
eral list. The same might be said of Northern 
Pacific and Union Pacific. Declines at the low 
point exceeded a point for many standard rail- 
road shares, and in a few cases reached up- 
ward of 2 points. Leather, after a break of 5 
points. rallied somewhat and retired into the 
background of the trading, transactions in it 
being small for the remainder of the day. 
Sugar and Manhattan were rather weaker than 
the balance of the list, but they rallied with 
eoensiderable vigor. The latter part of the day 
was given overt to a gradual and very general 
recovery of part of the earlier decline on a 
much diminished volume of trading. Most of 
the leading railroad stocks rallied a large frac- 
tian, and a number of the specialties between 
1 and 2 points. Consideration of the money 
outlook continued to dominate sentiment on the 
Stock Exchange. The banks continued ‘to call 
loans for large amounts, the rate for call 
money 
cent. Large amounts of stocks held with bor- 
rowed money were thrown upon the market. 
After each successive period of liquidation the 
market fell into a condition of semi-stagnation. 
During the afternoon the rate for call money 
dropped off as low as 3 per cent... and the de- 
mand for stocks developed which caused the 
recuperation in prices to the closing level. The 
usual preliminary estimates of the week's cash 
movements showed a rather smaller shipment 
to the interior than had been estimated, though 
the loan to the sub-treasuryv of $3,090,000 was 
up to anticipations The week's net loss in 
eash is figuréd at over $4.000.999 from all causes.

LONG BEACH. 
ALLEGED LIQUOR SELLER. 


LONG BEACH, Nov. 10.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] A little evidence and 
a great deal of law were submitted to- 
day in the City Recorder’s court at the 
trial of O. H. Burbridge. The defend- 
ant was accused of having sold spir- 
ituous liquors in violation of the city 
ordinance. In the absence of City Re- 
corder Rosecrans, Justice Downing of 
San Pedro presided. . 

The trial did not attract the num- 
ber of spectators that had been antici- 
pated. Two or three of the local 
clergymen, and a few men about town 
barely filled the seats in one corner 
of the spacious courtroom of the new 
City Hall. City Attorney Denio con- 
ducted the prosecution and George J. 
Leovy, Esq., appeared for the de- 
fendant. 

Burbridge was alleged to hae sold 
liquor at the Surf House. That estab- 
lishment was built by him under the 
city pleasure wharf early in the sum- 
mer. The tenancy was by virtue of a 
lease given by the City Trustees. In 
connection with the other attractions 
of the place was a restaurant, at which 
was sold in large quantities a certain 
brand of bottled beer, which beverage 
is widely advertised as non-alcoholic. 
The restaurant had a number of side- 
rooms in connection, and it was in one 
of them that Burbridge was accused 
of having violated the ordinance. The 
language of the complaint set forth 
that on September 13 Burbridge did 
“sell and dispose of to one James 
Brookshire of Downey, Los Angeles 
county, Cal., at a sideroom under the 
city wharf at the foot of Pine avenue 
in said city"of Long Beach, spirituous 
liquors, to-wit., whisky and beer, with- 
out first procuring from the city of 
Long Beach a license so to do.” The 
complaint went on to specify the or- 
dinance which was alleged to have 
been broken. 

The defendant was tried by court, he 
having waived the rtght of demanding 
a jury. The evidence submitted by 
the prosecution. was based on the testi- 
mony of B. F. Witherspoon and James 
Brookshire, both of Downey. Accord- 
ing to their statements on the stand 
they visited the Surf House restaurant 
at 10 p.m., September 13. They entered 
a sideroom, took seats and inquired if 
they could get a bottle of beer. 

“Most assuredly,” the polite 
response of a waiter, who sped away 
and soon returned with the desired 
liquid. The waiter having retired they 
locked the door, drank a little of the 
beer, and threw. the rest of it through 
a convenient window into the sea. 
When the bottle was emptied, one of 
»sthem pressed an electric button, and 
Burbridge entered. Brookshire called 
for another bottle of beer, and a half 
‘pint flask of whisky. “I'll see,” was 
the answer given by Burbridge, and he 
went away and soon returned with the 
desired articles. The bottle and the 
flask and most of the contents of both 
were preserved as evidence, and intro- 
duced at yesterday’s trial. Both wit- 
nesses were positive that the liquid in™ 
the large bottle was real beer and that 
the liquid in the flask was whisky. 

Upon cross-examination, both wit-| 
nesses admitted that they visited the 
Surf House to see if they could buy 
liquor there. 

After the submission of the testimony 
a long time wags devoted to the legal 
phases of the case. Defendant’s coun- 
sel sought to attack on several points 
the validity of the ordinance alleged to 
have been violated. He contended that, 
having been adopted by the City 
Trustees before they had by ordinance 
‘fixed a regular meeting time, the 
ordinance was void. Numerous other 
similar contentions were presented, and 
were replied to by the City Attorney. 

Acting Recorder Downing: announced 
that he would take the case under ad- 
visement, and pass on it at 1 p.m. next 
Wednesday.

CAPISTRANO WORKED UP OVER A 
SMELTER PROSPECT. 


A Representative of the European 
Rothschilds and a Mining Expert 
Make an Investigation, and also 
Propositions, it ‘is Claimed—Fish 
Famine at Santa Ana. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 10.—[Regular 
Correspondence. } The residents of the 
quaint old town of Ca¢istrano are con- 
siderably worked up over the recent 
visit of the accredited American rep- 
resentative of the European’ Roths- 
childs, accompanied by a noted min- 
ing expert, who made a careful exam- 
ination of some mining property on the 
Santa Marguerita ranch. The mines, it 
is claimed, contain copper, tin and bis- 
muth in considerable quantities, suffi- 
cient, in fact, to convince the repre- 
sentative of the Rothschilds that the 
erection of a big smelter would be a 
profitable undertaking; and to this end 
propositions have been made, it is 
claimed, to several land owners in the 
vicinity of Capistrano, for the purchase 
of a site for the works. 

It is not improbable that the inves- 
tigation of the experts will result in 
extensive development in these mines, 
which, of course, means the establish- 
ment of a smelter to work up the prod- 
uct of the mines. J. Rosenberg is the 
name of the’ representative of the 
Rothschilds, and the mining expert ac- 
companying him was a Mr. “Murphy 
from the East. While they were reti- 
cent as to the extent of their investiga- 
tions, they were free to say that they 
had been very agreeably surprised, and 
that they were pleased with the out- 
look. 

Several years ago a copper mine was 
discovered on this ranch, but under 
the treaty of Guadaloupe Hidalgo, the 
titles to all the Spanish grants carried 
the mineral rights with them, so that 
“without the consent of the present own- 
ers, no one can mine on those lands. It 
is claimed now that permission has 
been obtained from the present owners 
of the land to open up the mines, and 
that as soon as the original claimant 
returns work will be resumed.

MORTALITY REPORT. 


Health Commissioner Cook has made 
a report covering the past six months 
which contains some interesting data 
relative to the deaths in this county. 
He reports sixty-six deaths for the six 
months, and of this number consump- 
tion heads the list of fatal diseases, 
there being twelve deaths from this 
cause. Seven deaths have been caused 
from acciderit, murder and suicide, 
while typhoid fever claimed four vic- 
tims. The remaining forty-three 
deaths were divided about equally 
among twenty-three different diseases. 
The ages of the deceased ranged as 
follows: Under 1 year, 2; 1 to 5 years, 
5; 5 to 20 years, 6; 20 to 50 years, 26. 
Thirty of the deaths are reported as 
having occurred in Santa Ana.

WILL BE HELD THREE WEEKS IN 
FEBRUARY AND MARCH. 


Merchants’ Excursion from Other 
Cities to Be. Arranged For at the 
Same Time—Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association Behind the 
Project—Plans to Make It “Go.” 


At the meeting of the board of direc-
